Newmarket councillors do not receive 
salaries, but their offices are important and 
councillors are honored above the average citizen. 
At leasl, they arc quoted in the public press more 
often than the average citizen and they are 
honored or not according to whether the things 
they say appeal to the public as sound and 
sensible. . 

Elections Arc Cheap 

While it is rather a compliment to the members 
of the present council that they are not likely to 
have to work hard to retain their seats, it would 
be better if there were an election, if accompanied 
by two or three public meetings to discuss the 
town's affairs. It would cost a little, but not as 
much as it costs when citizens are not acquainted 
with the details and problems of their municipal 
business. In the absence of elections and public 
meetings, The Era endeavors to do its bit to keep 
the public informed .of what goes on in the 
council chamber, letting you know even when a 
pin drops from the council lablo.

CHORLEY PARK 

What about Government House? Does the 
pomp and grandeur serve a useful purpose? Is 
the expenditure justified? Do we need a repre- 
sentative of the king in Ontario, and if we do, 
must we house him palatially? Mr. Hepburn has 
a definite answer for the last question, but we do 
not believe he has ventured an opinion on the 
question whether or not the lieutenant-governor 
is a necessary officer. The chief function of the 
lieutenant-governor is to sign bills which have 
passed the legislature three times. The lieutenant- 
governor, it is generally considered, has no choice 
in this matter although the lieutenant-governor 
of Alberta recently reserved a bill for the con- 
sideration of the federal government. The most 
important function of the lieutenant-governor, we 
would say, is to summon a new prime minister 
after another has resigned. The most useful 
function of a lieutenant-governor, we would add, 
is to use his high office, as Dr. H. A. Bruce has 
done, to bring to attention matters that should be 
of public concern and that have not become 
tangled up in party politics. Our comment on 
this side of the office would be, first, that few 
lieutenant-governors bother to serve the public 
in this way, and, second, that even fewer would 
have the tact which has enabled Dr. Bruce to 
carry on his housing campaign without getting 
himself tangled up in politics. 
Two Economies 

If for any reason there is no lieutenant- 
governor for a period, the chief justice of the 
province performs his duties. His duties are so 
light that it has frequently been suggested that 
the chief justice should perform these duties all 
the time. If the province is no longer to main- 
tain government house, as a matter of economy, 
we might go farther and hand over the governor's 
duties to the chief justice. It is not improbable 
that Mr. Hepburn would like to do this also, and 
when constitutional changes are made, provision 
might be made to permit a province, at its own 
option, to dispense with the office of lieutenant- 
governor. 

"Chorley" Not 

Even though the professed object of closing 
government house is economy, we do hope that 
it is not allowed to go to ruin. We agree with 
Mr. Hepburn that it is not serving a very useful 
purpose at the present time. But we would not 
be loath to see the same money spent to convert 
the building into a library, a museum, a hospital, 
or a home for tired politicians (what bunch of 
them there would be). It is not nice to read that 
the New Brunswick government house, also said 
to bo a million dollar structure (which we doubt 
very much), abandoned in 1800 in favor of the 
lieutenant-governors' private residences, has 
become a windowless castle.

It goes without sny Ing that It would have been 
belter for them if they had interested themselves 
in Hardening, nature, chess, checkers, reading, 
lawn bowling or the "roaring gumc" of curling 
When they were younger, but If they didn't do so, 
what are they to do now? There Is nothing worse 
con happen u man than to havo nothing to do, We 
fancy that there will have to be schools of pro- 
curation for retirement. When men reach the 
retiring age, they will havo to go to school to 
learn how to spend their leisure, They will 
receive Instruction In playing games, and in 
hobbies such as stamp collecting, fret-work, metal 
work, ond an effort will bo made to Interest them 
tn reading something besides newspapers.

If Home other 
organization Is looking after the children (12 and 
under), tho family Is left off the uewspnpor fund 
list. Incidentally, the circumstances of each of 
these 0,000 families, If not already known, arc care- 
fully investigated by the Neighborhood Workers 
Association before being unproved. Of course, 
oven In tho city a lot of church organizations ami 
private Individuals help out families at Christmas 
time without consulting tho Christmas Exchange, 
and there Is often duplication. Duplication, how- 
aver, Is not such a sad thing as missing some needy 
families entirely. Private individuals ami church 
organizations In the city often send Christmas 
dinners to families who aro being already looked 
after, while tho Christmas Exchange could pro- 
vhlo tho names of families for whom no one Is 
caring, Tho Christmas Exchange In Toronto 
needs to bo advertised. Tho Christmas Exchange 
In Nowmorkot needs to bo orpnlwd.

Mrs. McGregor of British Colum- 
bia. She brought ^reelings from 
the Pacific; told of U.C.'s increase 
in Institute membership; then- 
study of rural communities to 
keep them rural in the bust 
.sense. 

During the depression the In- 
stitute started two cottage craft 
centres as an incentive to remun- 
erative work for women, with 
Victoria as a distributing centre. 
Also, if it had not been for the 
Institutes, health, during the lean 
yearn would have suffered sadly. 

Mrs. Stuart of Alberta follow- 
ed. She told us at once that she 
was not allowed to answer poli- 
tical questions, which freed Iter 
from reporters. 

.She spoke of the Institute as 
Ontario's gift to Alberla; told of 
Institute work In the far spaces 
where there were few white 

women— of their hospitalization 
work; their sending of shoes to 
Saskatchewan. She said Alberta 
Institutes had to run on their own 
steam as they are not connected 
with tho department of agricul- 
ture, but they managed, and their 
work varied with their needs. 

Mrs. Meer of Saskatchewan 
was next. She said that hard 
limes hod not discouraged her 
people — just gave added deter- 
mination to build up tnc Institute. 
Their Institutes sponsored play- 
grounds nnd recreation centres, 
health services for children, and 
clinics of all kinds, and like B.C. 
they aimed at making their pro- 
vince n place of beauty spots. 

For their literary work they 
had assistance from the univers- 
ity and she spoke of the wonder- 
ful response to her province's 
need from Ontario. 

Mrs. Rose of Manitoba said 
ihat they engaged. in all Ihc usual 
Institute work of helping the 
needy with clothing, layettes, and 
comforts of all kinds. They gave 
toward the cancer fund, nnd en- 
couraged health service for 
children; maintained vest rooms; 
encouraged music and the drama 
and Mk dancing, and supported 
handcraft efforts— only stressing 
that they must bo of a high order 
to ensure success. 

Shu also spoku of tho Institute 
as being tho channel for home 
culluro and parent education, 

Mrs. I*. J. McDowell spoko for 
Ontario. She said wo wore all 
pursulntt the same work. Ontario 
has 1.37H branches, with a mem- 
bership of 40.0110. Homo econom- 
ics, short courses, music, drama 
and work for girls, oro all upon* 
sored by our Institutes, short 
courses, nnd leadership groups 
being especially helpful. 

Mrs. Potch brought greetings 
from Quebec, whore tho Institute 
membership Is less limn two 
thirds tho size of tho next small 



They sponsored tonsil and 
adenoid clinics, fought diptheria, 
provided play equipment and hot 
lunches in schools. Teachers and 
parents also worked together; 
and above all, their Institutes 
were trying to cultivate the 
neighborly spirit in all their 
members, 

Mrs. H. Dunn brought New 
Brunswick's greetings. They felt 
they were the pioneers of Canada, 
mostly of U.K. Loyalist stock. 

Considering that the whole 
centre of N.B is primeval forest, 
they feel their 183 branches and 
3,500 members are pretty fair. 
Their greatest works are relief 
and legislation— they fought for 
married women's property right 
-and got them. 

Their quilts, if laid side by aide 
would reach from St. John to 
Fredericton. 

Each year they give $100 to 
some girl, to further her educa- 
tion. The Institute Is also trying 
to assist in the building of a 
home for the feeble-minded, and 
have already made some progress 
along that line. 

Mrs. Freeman Laing spoke for 
Nova Scotia. She said they 
specialized on work of standing 
committees, and at their district 
rallies, each branch was respon- 
sible for a certain part of the 

program. 

They cultivated music and had 
cultivated a strong and lusty 
chorus. Their handcraft work 
was bringing in much needed 
money— French dolls, cloth toys, 
weaving, were all part of their 
work. They also supported an 
Institute school for officers. 

Lastly, Mrs. McLaren brought 
greetings from the smallest pro- 
vince, Prince Edward Island. 
They sponsor home nursing, 
girl's clothing clubs, handcraft 
work, and alt towards better 
homemaking. 

They woik intensively for bet- 
ter accommodation for T. U. 
patients; as at present the facili- 
ties for their treatment arc sadly 

inadequate. 

By this time every one was 
ready for luncheon and we ah 
had lots to think about. 

The afternoon opened with n 
singsong, after which Lady 
Twecdsmuir spoko. 

She said Lord Twecdsmuir 
might almost be classed as an In- 
stitute martyr, for when he came 
home from London, she * was 
away lecturing for the Institute 
and not only that, her cook wos 
an enthusiastic Instituter too, and 
often His Excellency suffered in 
consequence. 

She said also that British In- 
stitutes would welcome more 
Canadian Institute news and also 
articles for their Institute papers. 
Correspondence with their mem- 
bers wos also urged. Institutes 
must breed love and good will, 
not be hot beds of envy and 
jealousy, and she begged mem- 
bers to be considerate of their 

they usually get "more kicks 
than ha'pence." 

Keep up high standards in 
educational work, and give to 
the best advantage, she urged. 
Institutes have taken away an 



inferiority complex from rural 
women, and have proved a great 
uniting factor among women, she 
said. Institute work has taught 
them to make the best of things 
in the worst of times. 

Following her address, Lady 
Twecdsmuir was presented With 
an exquisite miniature of herself 
and a bouquet of roses. 

Everyone felt that Lady 
Tweedsmuir's speech was an in- 
centive to renewed effort on the 
part of our far-flung organization, 
and we feel proud that the first 
lady of Canada is also the first 
lady of our Institute.
